His mysli'iious ilisappear- 
ani'U caused coiijiidcrahlc sensation 
in the neigliliiiriiooil at the lime, and 
search parlies made several inelVecl- 
ual liuiils lur Hie hxt boy. The mai- 
ler had l>eeii iuvoh'e.l in mystery un- 
til last Wednesday, when llie ilis- 
membcreil .skeleton of the tioy was 
found In Mr. S. T. Wright s ileld, 
not far from hi* father's house. A 
llttld girl saw a boot lying near 
wliei-eaho passed on her way to 
school, and mentioned tbo fart lo 
some one. It wa* oxainiuetl aud 
found to contain a foot Tbo l>oot wa* 
identified by Nathan Bailey, a* one 
worn by his son, aud search was re- 
newed and the rest of the akeloton 
was foil mi ill tbo field about 2,'iU 
yards from the road. Dogs liiul 
knawed the bones anil some of llicm 
had been dragged a liumlio.l yaril.-i 
or more. The eoriisc was fully idcn- 
titled by tlie elotbing found with il_ 
and Ibe remains were collected and 
decently igterrcd. 

The supposition Is' that the boy 
wa* taken with one uf his spells, 
wandered from the path and was 
froscn to-deatli. It Is a horrible 
atory, but one that ha* l>een related 
wiibont any coloring not warranted 
l>v the facts ifi the case.

At iirsi 
the spider must be somewhat aston- 
ished at the capacity of its net for 
catching such strange flics. But 
ciiriousrv enough, as fast as the bird 
jilaeos tiie-e olijocts upon the web. Hie 
siiiiioi* -iTuros tliem witli its silk, .siilii- 
uiiig iudiistrionsly and a-slsting its 
friend as mueh as (wssiblc. Kin ally, 
when the materials have accumulated 
until they reach the limli, Ihey are 
fastened to it, and bound over and 
over, tint by the bird and afterward by 
the spider. Now the nest begins to as- 
sume a definite shape; in appe;tranoe 
like a bottle, a flask, or a dome; the 
grass and twigs belnlT generally wolUd 
in and out bv the bira and then cov- 
ered by the silk of Ihe spider, both bird 
and insect w^orkiog harmoniously, until
